five little girls and eight boys, all rang­ 
ing from seven to ten years of age. 
All are in Jersey City hospitals. 
The schoolhou 3e, a three-story brick 
bu ilding, is a stone's throw from an 
Italian chu rch, which had obtained a 
perm it to shoot off firework s du ring a 
chu rch celebration. 
A ru m or got ou t 
last week am ong the children in lower 
Jersey City schools that threa ts had 
been m ade to blowr u p the schools with 
dynam ite. 
The children of St. An­ 
thony’s school have been particu larly 
nervou s abou t it, and when the bombs 
w ent off they ran shriek ing from their 
recitation room into the halls and 
down the stairw ays. 
T here are two 
street doorways, bu t one of them was 
closed. 
At the 
closed entrance there oc­ 
cu rred a disastrou s jam . 
H ere sev­ 
eral of the sm aller children w ere tram ­ 
pled into u nconsciou sness, while oth­ 
ers ran back into the bu ilding and 
sprang throu gh open windows fifteen 
feet to an areaw ay below. 
Policem en 
and passersby, attracted by the cries, 
ru shed to the scene, bu t order was not 
restored u ntil fou rteen children had 
been seriou sly hu rt. 
A report spread qu ick ly that there 
w ere 
eight dead, and hu ndreds of 
m others m ingled in the crowd ou tside 
the bu ilding, m oaning, w eeping and 
adding to the general confu sion.

H u rst, who Su nday night shot and 
probably fatally wou nded his brother,

of the cou k hou se in Jack son, that the 
shooting was accidental and that he 
was carelessly handling a pistol when 
it was discharged.

New York, Sept. 28 .—In a lectu re 
u nder the au spices of the Arctic Clu b 
of America at Carnegie hall, Dr. Fred­ 
erick A. Cook added no essential facts 
to his narrativ e of the discov ery of 
the north pole, bu t. su pplied added cir­ 
cu mstances to those passages which 
hav e been prev iou sly criticised for 
their lack of detail. 
“Harry Whitney ,*’ he said, “asked 
me to entru st to him as a special fa­ 
v or the flag that I planted at the north 
pole. He ex pected, then, an American 
ship to call for him, and we both ar­ 
gu ed that his retu rn jou rney wou ld be 
shorter and smoother 
by w ater than 
the distance ov er land and ice that 
still remained for me before I cou ld 
reach civ ilization. 
For that reason I 
added to the flag my instru m ents and 
certain of my records.” 
Dr. Cook laid fu rther emphasis on 
the ample ou tfit he say s he took with 
him, and insisted that the sledges, 
clothes and boots made by the nativ es 
at Annatok were bettdr than any that 
cou ld hav e been taken to the north 
from civ ilization. 
On the first stages 
of his jou rney , he said, he took ten Es­ 
kimos with him and m ight hav e had 
twenty for the asking. Eight of these 
tu rned back, reserv ing Etu kishu k and 
Ahweelah, with twenty -six dogs and 
two sledges for the last dash. 
The collapsible canoe, which was 
not mentioned in the first narrativ e 
and appeared su bsequ ently in the lec­ 
tu re giv en at Copenhagen, was de­ 
scribed in fu ll. 
The frame, Dr. Cook 
said, formed part of one of the sledges 
and the canv as cov ering did du ty for 
a tent when not in u se on the water. 
The lantern slides with which the 
lectu re was illu strated, Dr. Cook was 
carefu l to ex plain, were taken, some 
of them by John R. Bradley , his back­ 
er, In the early stage of the jou rney , 
and still others on prev iou s ex pedi­ 
tions, bu t all the northernm ost pic­ 
tu res were of his own taking 
They 
added conv iction to his descriptions of 
the su rprising smoothness of the ice. 
His first sight of the su n in April—a 
date which some astronomers hav e 
said shou ld hav e been earlier—he ex ­ 
plained was delay ed by the mists 
which obscu red the horizon at that 
time for almost a week. 
In giv ing credit to those ex plorers 
who hav e preceded him, Dr. Cook 
omitted 
the 
name 
of 
Commander 
Peary , which on prev iou s occasions 
he has alway s inclu ded.
